The city, which has been named 
“ bloody” for its frequent massacres 
and riots, where only yesterday s ir 
men were slain in a Main street gun 
tight, brought about by an election 
feud, today was at peace, a peace 
which might not exist were it not 
for the company of state guards pa­ 
trolling th e streets. 


Nig ht found 
th e 
city 
deserted. 
Herrin 
counted 
her 
dead, 
found 
three 
Klansm en 
and 
three 
anti- 
Klansmen had been killed in 
the 
fight, went home to its evening meal 
and quietly stole away to bed, a n ­ 
other bloody chapter in its history 
recorded. 


Dawn found the city awake. Min­ 
ers. those who have not been laid off 
by the recent curta ilm e n t of coal de­ 
liveries, stepped briskly from their 
homes and started off to their strips 
and 
their shafts. 
Business 
men 
came down and opened their stores 
and shops. 
Election officials pre­ 
pared to finish counting yesterday’s 
ballots. 


But everywhere there were 
sol­ 
diers, tra m p in g 
their 
posts 
with 
rifles on their shoulders. 
No g a t h ­ 
erings of men or of women were per­ 
mitted. 
Anyone could go or come 
as he chose but none was allowed 
to loiter with friends to discuss the 
events of yesterday. 
It was n o th in g new to Herrin to 
have troops in its midst. 
The khaj^i 
clad sentries have patrolled^ ^fMeSel 
same 
streets 
m any 
times 
before. 
Their “ move o n ” orders haute been 
heard again and again. 
But this 
was the first time in 14 month s that 
Herrin had become so u n ru ly That 
outside forces were sent to keep? the 
peace. 
Herrin was supposed to have 
been converted thro u g h th e evangel­ 
istic efforts of th e Rev. Howard S. 
Williams, an itin eran t minister 
of 
the gospel, who had draw n m any a 
hard-faced miner down the 
“ saw ­ 
dust t r a i l ” to s ta rt a new life. 
It 
was difficult for m any of the more 
orderly citizens to realize th a t their 
city again must be named bloody. 
Over in the city hospital, 
there 
was evidence of th e most grim n a ­ 
ture, the six bodies. 
The men had 
died there one by one, after they had 
been picked up from the street where 
they fell. 
They had been known in Herrin 
as:

Alderman Mack Sizemore, his bro­ 
ther, Ben Sizemore, and H arlan Ford, 
brother of a former H errin police 
chief. 
These three Klansmen. 
Carol Weaver, Charles Briggs and 
A. E. Treadwell, these th ree deputy 
sheriffs and anti-Klansmen. 
John Smith, a garage owner and 
an election official, apparently 
was 
the central figure in the riot, bu t he 
escaped w ith only a slight injury. 
As dictator of all the Klan forces 
in Williamson county, 
Smith 
was 
understood to have been marked for 
death. 
When he became active yes­ 
terday in challenging voters, p artic­ 
ularly a num ber of 
Italians, 
the 
trouble started. 
A fist fight a t one 
of the polling places came very n e a r ­ 
ly being th e start of the gun battle. 
Trouble passed over 
for 
several 
hours, however, until late in th e af­ 
ternoon when two automobiles filled 
with anti-K lan leaders came 
to 
a 
stop in front of S m ith ’s garage and 
opened fire upon him. 
He fell to his stomach b u t 
was 
only scratched. 
The assailants drove on and did 
not reappear until after a company 
of state guards had been 
sent 
to 
Herrin from Carbondale, 
a 
nearby 
city. 
With troops w ithin the city limits 
anti-Klansm en 
swooped 
down 
the 
Main street, pulled up in front of 
the Masonic hall and started firing 
at a group of men congregated along 
the curb. 
T h eir fire was returned 
and a r u n n i n g gun battle up and 
down th e principal th oroughfare of 
Herrin proceeded. 
When the sm oke of 
battle 
had 
cleared aw ay, the six 
men 
were 
found m ortally wounded. They were

BELIEVES STEP WOULD AID PRO­ 
HIBITION ENFORCE­ 
MENT

Washington, April 14.— L. C. An­ 
drews, federal prohibition czar, to­ 
day came out in favor of legalizing 
beer of low alcoholic content. 


Testifying before the senate pro­ 
hibition 
investigating 
coraifilttee, 
Andrews said he believed modifica­ 
tion of the Volstead act to encourage 
mild alcoholic beverages would aid 
enforcement of prohibition. 


H aving 
startled 
the 
com m ittee 
with his advocacy of ligh t beer, An­ 
drews caused a new stir when he 
estimated th at there were about 1,- 
720,000 stills operating in the coun­ 
try now. 
Charles Williams, an associate of 
Andrews, who had been called to ex­ 
plain the workings of a still display­ 
ed 
before the committee, gave an 
estimate of 40 gallons a day as a 
still’s capacity witereupom Senator 
Reed deduced that 68,800,000 
gal­ 
lons of liquor might be made in a 
single day In the United States. 
Andrews, in answer to a question 
concerning his opinion to strict, gov­ 
ernment supervision of beer distri­ 
bution, said: 


“ I th in k that would aid law en­ 
force metrt.” 
T h e question was put by Senator 
Reed, democrat, Missouri, w et, who 
explained that the beer would be 
sold only in hotels and restaurants 
with meals and for home consump­ 
tion. 
Andrews refused to commit 
h im ­ 
self regardin g wines. 
“ I do not think palatable 
wines 
can be manufactured which would 
not he intoxicating,” Andrews said. 
“ Hut 12 per cent wines would not 
be into xicating?” Reed asked. 
“ I do not know about th a t,” An­ 
drews said. 
“ I would not Uke to 
say a n y t h in g about wines. 
I do be­ 
l ie v e It. would be helpful In suppress­ 
ing bootleggers, lf (he government 
would supervise the distribution of 
beverages th a t are non-intoxicating 
in fact.” 
“ It would he ’disastrous’ lf beer 
were permitted to be sold in saloons, 
be said. 
J u d g e Codman, “ wet prosecuting 
attorney," in leading up to the ques­ 
tion, said 90 per cent of the alco­ 
holic beverages consumed before pro­ 
hibition were beers. 
“ We are a beer drinking nation,” 
said Codman. 
“ Well, there was a let

facture of beer,” asked Codman,

Second. The engineers have reported on this proposal, and 
while the report is not final and not published, enough informa­ 
tion has been given out so we know the “All-American” route is 
so hilly and meandering that its cost of operation will be pro­ 
hibitive.

New York also admits that the Great Lakes should 
be opened to the sea. 
They offered first the Erie Canal; but it 
does not serve. They offered the “All-American” route; the en­ 
gineers demonstrate that this is minus because of cost of opera­ 
tion. 
They offered the Lake Champlain route, and this means 
practically the development of the St. Lawrence. 
New York opposition fades before engineering facts, and the 
only way out from the Great Lakes to the sea is the way nature 
provided—down the St. Lawrence.

HARD TO INTERVIEW GEORGE SISLER

New York, April 14. 
George Sigler is one of the hardest young men in 
baseball to lure into conversation and when ii comes to making predictions 
he is as noisy as a mute. 
“How about your club this season?” tho youthful manager of the St. 
Louis Browns was asked some time hack in tho training camp. 
“We’re ail right,” Sisier replied. 
"Some of the critics say you’re a sure one-two shot.” 
“That’s very nice of them,” he replied at length. 
“Are you stronger than last year?” 
“I think so,” he replied. 
After the most laborious cross-examination it was finally drawn out of 
him that the Browns are improved this year by the finding of Oscar Mellilo, 
sensational rookie infielder, by the addition of the veterans Tom Zachary 
and Wally Seining and by the improvement observed in Durst, a young out­ 
fielder. 
Like every other manager of a prominent contender, Sisier feels that the 
uccess of the team in the American league pennant race depends largely on 
the breaks and the pitching staff. 
The Browns didn’t have any the best of luck last season and they 
were 
crippled through most of the season by serious injuries. 
Most everyone who lins seen the Browns this spring was impressed by 
he class and the spirit of the club. 
“Sisier,” a prominent umpire said, “is 
a manager now instead of a player. 
By that I mean he is handling tile club 
with the viewpoint of a manager and he is getting results.” 
Sisier had no club rules. He lets the players play what they want and 
do largely as they wish during off hours as long as they remain in condition 
o play baseball. 
' 
J 
The team was full of hustle in the training camp and there was a very 
noticeable atmosphere of confidence iii the players. 
Sisler’s biggest problem will be the selection of the proper infield. There 
s no weakness but on the other hand too much strength. 
Mellilo fielded so 
brilliantly aud hit so hard iii the training games that he couldn’t be kept out 
of the game. 
There was no room for him at second with Marty McManus 
playing there and Gene Robertson is too good a third baseman to be kept out 
of the game. 
Robertson, however, is not of the hustling type and it may be that Sisier 
will have to move McManus over to third base and use Mellilo at second. 
The chances are that Robertson, with competition threatening his job, may 
put a little more spirit in his game. 
With Walter Gerber around, the shortstop position is in good hands and 
Sisier is the best first baseman in baseball so there are no infield worries. 
The outfield also has plenty of offensive and defensive strength in Harry 
Rice, the biggest find of years, Kenneth Williams, Doll Jacobson, Durst and 
Bennett. 
Williams was in poor health last year and had a poor season hut 
he ought to be back on his game this year. 
W’allv Schang and Dixon, a sharp shooting thrower, will alternate be­ 
hind the bat. 
Schang will get the preference because of his experience in 
handling young pitchers. 
The pitching staff is loaded down with fine young prospects and ex­ 
perienced veterans. 
Sisier thinks that Gaston will be his most consistent 
winner and that Charley Robertson, secured from the White Sox, will come 
through for him. The other regulars are Davis, Wingard, Giard, Van Gilder, 
Jonnard and Zachary. There are three great, young prospects in Ballou, se­ 
cure d horn Washington, Bolen and Ernie Xevers, the California football star. 
There is no outstanding star on the pitching staff but it is well balanced 
and if they don’t disappoint they ought to win a lot of ball games. 
Washington and Philadelphia will be hard clubs to beat as the Browns 
have nothing on them in the way of equipment of spirit and they have the 
advantage of much more experience over the St. Louis Club.

Water & Light Board Contemplates 
Many Notable Improve­ 
ments 


ALSO IN POWER CIRCUITS 


Citizens Generally Content to Let 
Judgment of Board Rule in 
Technical Matters 
A request has been made for an 
outline of the proposed work that 
the W a te r & Light Board contem­ 
plates this summer p erta in in g to the 
electric lighting system and power 
circuits. 
The 
purpose 
of this a r ­ 


ticle is to acquaint our people with 
the 
needs 
of 
the 
city, 
especially 
those citizens who are not intimately 
in touch w ith the changes that hav0 
taken place here in recent years. 
Only a general su m m ary will he 
attempted. 
It should not be over­ 
looked 
th a t 
many 
very 
technic ii 
matters are 
involved 
in 
electrical 
work which determine and demand 
certain procedures. 
None of t h e s e 
are explaned herein, alth ough they 
may he more essential than the more 
commonplace m atters that have been 
presented and emphasized. 
It is be­ 
lieved 
t h a t 
citizens 
are 
general'.;/ 
contented 
to 
let 
ju d g m e n t 
as 
to 
those m atte rs rest with the Wafer 
and Light Board. 
The outside wirin g system in the 
city was started many years ago. 
and it had the appearance of having 
been built for the then immediate 
needs ra th e r tha n future expansion. 
Then followed greater driving power 
over transm ission lines, larger loads 
in 
homes and 
stores, 
more 
street 
lighting, and 
new types of equip­ 
ment designed for more economical 
use of current provided th e tr a n s ­ 
mission lines were of grea ter capac­ 
ity 
than 
formerly 
in 
vogue. 
Ail 
those things, and more, tended to 
overload and unbalance the existing 
circuits. 
Inability 
to satisfactorily 
remedy 
defects 
and 
render 
better 
service immediately when reported, 
made necessary an almost complete 
rebuilding of the lines and circuits. 
This work has been going on in a 
moderate degree for several years, 
such work following a fairly definite 
scheme of large revision. 
Not al­ 
ways has it been carried out in a 
mailer yielding everywhere the hest 
results, 
because 
interm ediate 
sec­ 
tions or areas had to be left in ade­ 
quately equipped while more urgent 
work of a different kind had to 
done elsewhere, particularly in the 
w ater department. 
Also, much thai was done was of 
a kind that would not a t t r a c t a t t e n ­ 
tion, 
or yield 
much 
comment. 
A 
few 
years ago several 
circuits of 
heavy wire 
were built 
to replace 
smaller wire, and some lines were 
shortened 
and 
made 
more 
direct. 
Then followed a valuable change in 
building a central station, com pact­ 
ing the street lig hting circuits, aud 
building new 
main 
feeder-lines of 
large capacity. 
The only job that 
reaily attracted attention 
was tho 
installation of t h (. new lamp posts 
down town and on the main h ig h ­ 
ways, in 1925. 
This work covered 
a considerable area of the city, more 
th a n is apparent. 
The next step in the program is 
to provide large-wire circuits in all 
paris of the resident districts, using 
wire large enough to take care of 
future increases for m any years to 
come, while at the same time it will 
reduce present m aintenance and op­ 
era ting costs. 
This lead to the ob­ 
vious 
conclusion 
th at 
such 
lines, 
wherever possible, should not be on 
boulevards and in tree tops but in 
the alleys or along rear lot lines, and 
equipped with the most economical 
distrib utio n of larger transformers. 
Besides the economic advantages, it 
is manifest that 
the city 
will 
be 
benefitted 
by 
the 
removal 
of 
un­ 
sightly pole lines along Bs streets. 
Instead 
of 
service 
connections 
to 
houses coming to the front of the 
house, as now, they will hereafter 
he at th© rear, where they belong. 
A 
noticeable 
improvement 
of this 
sort was made on Third Ave. N. E 
several years ago. 
While this is being done, it should 
be remembered 
that the most un­ 
sightly of all th in gs would remain; 
namely, the poles and guy lines sup­ 
porting little incandescent globes at 
street interjections, what we pleas­ 
ingly have called our arc-light sys­ 
tem. 
These can be removed, if u n ­ 
derground cable is used from alleys 
to corners. 
We advocate using two 
lamp posts, like those now in us 
downtown, at each intersection.

the area nearest the Central

tile Third and F o u rth wards, where 
only little work remains to be done. 
As with all the work the W ater & 
Light departm ent does, the moneys

functions. The work described above 
is not an am bitious program, nor is 
it to be classed as work that is u n ­ 
necessary.
